Hkdyotis ROSEA IN ARKANSAS.' —On Mai’cli 20, 1053, collec¬ 
tions of Hedyotis rosea Raf. were made from scattered patches in 
the low fields and lawns at Conway, Faulkner County, Arkansas. 

The plants had large pink corollas, ranging in length from 7.5 
to 12.5 mm. and with length of corolla tubes ranging from 4—7 
mm. The calyx length ranged from 2.5-4 mm. with lobes 
0.25-0.5 mm. in length. The throats of the corollas were hairy. 
The .seeds were about 1 mm. long and 0.2—0.3 mm. wide. 1 he 
upper surfaces of the corolla lobes were densely clothed with 
minute, short, flat, l)road-l)as<‘d enations easily seen with mag- 
jiification. The basal leavc's were spatulate. The joined 


.stipules were almost truncate, to rounded, to very short- and 

broadly-triangular at the summit. 

Originally described by Rafines(iue- from Louisiana (probably), 
Hedyotis rosea has recently been reported from Oklahoma by 
r. T. Waterfall.3 xhis evidcmtly is the first report from Arkan¬ 
sas.— Jewel E. Moore, .\rk.\ns.'.s state te.achers college. 


Note on Echinochloa mi ricata. —In a recent i.ssue of this 
journal (Rhodora 58: 48. 195()) Fairbrothers indicates that 

the correct binomial for the indigenous barnyard gra.ss is Echi¬ 
nochloa muricata (Beauv.) Fernald. This conclusion appears 
to be correct, but there are soim* errors in citations of authority 

among the binomials he cites as .synonyms. 

As the author has indicated, the first legitimate use of the 


epithet muricata for this taxon was by Beauvois, who published 
the binomial Setaria muricata in 1812. According to Art. 81
